Other observations: Klein's Ads were seen in each of the Jan. thru June, 1963 issues 
of Field & St , but none showed the "6.5 Italian Carbine"; the last six months of 
1963 were not available for this magazine. Klein's ads showing the M-C rifle were 
seen in the July, Aug. & Oct. 1963 issues of Guns; the July issue showed the light 
rifle, while the August issue showed the heavy one. No Klein's ads were found in 1963 
issues of Gun Report or Gun World. Other gun & hunting magazines were not examined. 

\ spot check was made for ads by Seacort Traders, Inc. Three were found, all small 
and all showing only a single item, in each case a revolver. Couvons were not included, 
but in each of the three ads a “Dent." No. was shown which matched the abbreviation for 
the title of the magazine and the month of issue. 

In view of the "Dent. AM-3" on the Seaport ad answered by "Hidell" (CE 135; CE 790), 
a check was made on a few mgazines with this abbreviation, including American Mercury, 
American Modeler, and American Motorcycling. None of these were found to contain ads 
by either Klein's or Saavort. |
